1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters:

3. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Ohguro et al. in U.S. Patent No. 6,660,957 and Tsai et al. in U.S. Patent No. 
6,107,593 and Okazaki et al. in U.S. Patent No. 4,696,696 each have a main power 
supply circuit and a subsidiary power supply circuit. Nishikawa in Japan Patent No. 63- 
312,017 discloses a resistor and capacitor in parallel with each other and the machining 
gap. Delpretti in U.S. Patent No. 4,242,555 in figure 4 discloses a subsidiary power 
supply circuit with a switching element (35), a direct current power source (element 31), 
a resistor (element 33), and a capacitor (element 32), but does not disclose the direct 
current power source in series with the capacitor as required by claim 1 of the instant 
application. None of the references of record discloses a power supply device for an 
electric discharge machine comprising a main power supply circuit and a subsidiary 
power supply circuit including a direct current power source, a switching element and a 
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parallel circuit composed of a current reducing resistor and a capacitor, which are 
connected in series. The word "composed" is considered to mean the same as the 
word "comprising" in this office action.
